‘‘The.army came and I decided 
to avoid confrontation,’’ says 


we heard that students from other 
schools were killed in these types 
of clashes with the Israeli military 
‘government. 

‘‘The following day I received a 
call at 11 p.m. They demanded 
that I put a halt to student 
protests, but I said ‘I’m a college 
president, not a military general.’ 
I was asked to present myself 
immediately to the- district*s 
military governor.”’ 

An hour later, Nasir was 
handcuffed, blindfolded and es- 
corted to the Lebanese border. 

This took place last November. 
Nasir is now on a tour to bring his 
case before the Canadian people 
to, in his words, ‘‘embarass the. 
Israeli government into allowing 
me to reunite with my family and 
resume my post as president of 
Bidzeit College in the West 
Bank.” 


-Can the Arabs and Jews live 
together in harmony in a secular 
state? Nasir believes they- can. 
Israelis disagree. Accordingly, the 
confrontation at Simon Fraser 
University where Nasir gave a talk 
on Friday noon, May 30, unfolded 
in the proverbial fashion with 
emotional outbursts and sparked 
by preliminary polemics. | 

The air was tense at lecture 
room 303 as some 50 persons 
awaited the PLO representative. 
Finally, 40 minutes late, Nasir 
arrived out of breath. He had just 
been interviewed by Jack Webster 
on CJOR and was delayed in 
downtown traffic.

The audience, which seemed to 
be equally divided between 


Jewish. and act supporters, 


pro-Israelis were ise up for a 
PLO member and a representative 
and ready with a barrage of 
poignant questions. 

Nasir began by saying that he 
had come alone, as an individual 
Palestinian, but not as an official 
of the PLO. “‘I have not come here 
to fight or attack you,’’ he told the 
Zionist sympathizers repeatedly 
when tempers flared. “Pm 
coming to try and solve a problem 
that affects us.” 

Although not officially a PLO 
representative, Nasir maintained 
that he supported any ‘‘sincere 
Palestinian.’ 


Audience: Is George Habash a 
sincere Palestinian in your eyes? 
Are the people who are coming in 
for the sake of killing, are these 
sincere Palestinians in your eyes?’ 
If not, are you ready to make a 
public statement about this? 
(Habash is leader of the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine, a Marxist group that, 
has broken off. from the PLO). 
Nasir: I think George Habash is a 
sincere Palestinian. There is no 
question there is violence. There 
is violence because there are 
thousands of people who are being 
displaced from their country. As a 
result of this displacement, theré. 
is violence. But we are asking only 
one thing...an ethical solution—is 
it plausible for the people in Israel 
to accept it (a secular Arab-Jewish 


state) in principle? Then maybe 
we can work it out together close to

did you mean by that? It seemed to 
me that you were making a 
distinction between the political 
situation and the rights of human 
beings. In what way would you like 
to see the rights of human beings, 
regardless of their origins, 


safeguarded? 

Nasir: I think we’ve already made 
that very clear. We said if there 
are Jews in the Arab world who 
have not been treated well...and 
there is not really full evidence 
that they are persecuted in the 
Arab world...but I think that if 


they are not treated well, we will 


have to stand and fight for their 
rights as citizens of the Arab 


world. Now there is no question 
that there has been mass 
immigration of Jewish people 
from the Arab world, but this was 
not done by the Arabs as such. 
Israel has asked and requested 
that all the Jews in the world come 
to Israel. 

My position is that I’m for the 
rights of any human being. 
Aud: Why does Israel consistently 
refuse to recognize the rights of 
the Palestinians? They’ve just 
ignored them and swept them 
under the carpet. 

Nasir: I think this is a question that 
should be directed to Israel itself. 
We realize that the. Palestinians 


are not recognized on the human. 


level and I think this is a serious 
part of. the problem. 
Aud: Your suggestion is to make a

Canada needs a new, objec- 
tive Middle Eastern foreigi 
policy, instead of its present 
pro-Israel policy, but is un- 
likely to get it while Arabs 
are deliberately misrepre- 
sented to Canadians by their 
newspapers, radio and televi- 
sion, the Canadian Arab Fed- 
eration was told Saturday. 


Three members of Parlia- 
ment agreed that the picture 
of Arabs as terrorists proba- 
bly arises through Jewish in- 
fluence in the media, if not on 
staff then in the board rooms. 

Heath MacQuarrie, (PC, 
Hillsborough), Ralph Stewart 
(L, Cochrane) and Derek 
Biackburn (NDP, Brant) 
formed a panel discussion on 
Canadian Political Parties 
and the Middle East during 
the federation’s ninth annual 
convention during the week- 
end at Toronto’s Lord Simcoe 
Hotel, 

Mr. Stewart said the Cana- 
dian Government has tried to 
be as objective as possible, 


but because of the great pres- . 


sures, it has not always suc- 
ceeded. The image of Arabs 


in Canada has been created 
by the media. À . 
“I believe this has been 
done purposely and that most 
Canadians have been seduced 
by the media into believing 
that an Arab, whether he is a 
Palestinian, whether it’s the 
Palestine Liberation Organi- 
zation, whether it is Al Fatah 
or whether it is an Egyptian, 
no matter... if it is any- 
thing to do with Arab the 
whole thing is put into the 
same liitle bag and that is 


. equated with the word terror- 
ist. This has been done specif-- 


ically by the news media in 
Canada as it has in the United 
States,” Mr. Stewart said. 


While anyone to do with 
Palestine is described as a 
terrorist, Israelis are de- 
scribed in kinder terms. Is- 
raeli groups recently entering 
Lebanon were called “raiding 
parties’”—although people 
were killed and carried off 
and houses burned down, he 
said. 

Mr. MacQuarrie criticized 
lawyers who have urged that 
P.LO° representatives. “be 


banned from a criminology 
conference to be held in Sep- 
tember in Toronto. . à 

“It is outrageous to go 
about the country suggesting 
virtuous people are those who 
defy the majority decision of 
an international body we 
helped found,” he said. 

(The United Nations general 
assembly granted observer 
status to the PLO as repre- 
senting the Palestinian peo- 


ple. The criminology confer-. 


ence is UN sponsored.) - 

Mr. Blackburn said the 
NDP has no policy on the 
Middle East. Some members 
of the parliamentary caucus 
have a strong Zionist 
approach—‘‘and not necessar- 
ily the Jewish members.” The 
Zionist approach stems partly 
from the horrors of the holo- 
caust in Europe, which influ- 
enced North American think- 
ing; and partly from the old 
Zionist labor movement of 
two or three generations ago, 
which felt kinship between 
Jewish and socialist minori- 
ties. 

He said he does not suggest 


the State of Israel should be 
destroyed, or endorse terror- 
ism on either side, but wants: 
to see justice brought to the 
Palestinians and the re-estab- 
lishment of a Palestinian 
state. 


“I can’t support a state that 
practices racism,” Mr. Black- 
burn said. A similar accusa- 
tion was levelled at the State 
of Israel by a Jew, Abie Weis- 
feld, president of the Alliance 
of Non-Zionist Jews. _ 

Mr. Weisfeld said Zionism 
has not dealt with the social 
conditions that bred and still 
breed anti-Semitism, now di- 
rected against Palestinians, 
Arabs in general “and even 
the black-skinned Jews of Is- 
rael.” For 27 years Israel has 
denied the rights of the Pales- 
tinians.

Nasir: No sir, I am just an ordinary 
person who has been kicked out of 
Israel six months ago.

And the 
answer of the government was to 
close the college for a period of 
three weeks. 

Aud: You made a point about 
trying to show that Israel had 
violated various statutes .or 
something... 

Nasir: Not statutes...rights. 
Aud: Do you actually expect 
people to fight clean wars as 
opposed to dirty wars?¢ 

Nasir: Yes. 

Aud: I find that very naive of you 
to think that of any country that 
finds its existence threatened by 
the rules imposed by others. 
Nasir: I beg to differ violently with 
that because this is not the law of 
the jungle. Even in America and 


Canada people are very aware of 


their rights, that no action can be 
taken against you without you 
being taken to court. I mean there 
has been demolition of homes 
after the war ended in 67. There 
was a ceasefire and then villages 
were completely eradicated. And 
that’s called a violation. A very 
serious violation. But we cannot 
accept that. And this is what we 
are fighting for. 

Aud: I’m getting really confused. 


‘Nasir: (laughs). I am confused 


sometimes. So are the Arabs. So 
are the Israelis and so are the 
Jews. The whole world is confused 
about our problem. 

Aud: On the one hand I hear you 
Say you are concerned for people’s

you say that violence is inevitable.. 


Why do you think violence is 
inevitable? 

Nasir: I see it as inevitable 
because the rights of people have 
not been given to them. And when 
people for 30 years are frustrated 
to get back their rights, they use 
violence at moments. 

Aud: We hear that many Arabs in 
the occupied territories are in jail. 

Are they receiving fair treatment? 
Nasir: Many people who were 
outside the west bank during the 
67 war were not allowed to return 
to their country. There are old 
people and young children who 
are unable to return to their 
communities. This is a very 
serious emotional problem. Every 
family is broken in almost one way 
or another. 

Aud: Some of the things you’re 
saying sound very absurd to 
me...Why aren’t you going to the 
activists, the PLO types you claim 
you’re not a member of, and try to 
confront them with their acts of 
violence? 

Nasir: Yes of course, but you 
realize that violence has made 
‘more violence on the Arab side. 
Aud: Set an example. 

Nasir: There has been enormous 
violence by the Israelis against 
innocent Palestinians all through 


history. There was Kfar Chouba,

-camps...the refugee camps... 


Aud: If I could. 

Nasir: No. You can go. 

Aud: The point is you don’t have 
access to Arab countries unless 
you play this stupid game where 
you have to lie by signing a paper 
,saying ‘you don’t have any Jewish 
blood. 


Nasir: It is from a technical point 
of view you are talking. I met the 
leader of the American Jewish 
Congress of New York in Beirut a 
month and a half ago. About 15 
Rabbi’s were invited. 

Aud: Maybe the rabbi’s didn’t 
have any Jewish blood. 

Nasir: A country has its sovereign- 
ty and you can’t start bitching 
about the procedures. I had a hard 
time getting into. Canada. I cannot 


go to Mecca because I’m a 
Christian. But what I’m trying to 
tell you -is that Jews can enter 
Lebanon very easily. And they

have realized that it is inconceiv- 
able really to have a Jewish state 
because this trespasses on the 
rights of the Palestinians. Our 
solution contradicts the idea of 
Zionism of having a primarily 
Jewish state. 

Aud: What is wrong with having 
two democratic states? One state 
the majority are Jews and the 
other state the majority are the 
Arabs. 

Nasir: How can you call Israel a 
democratic state? 

Aud: We know that racial preju- 
dice exists in that country as it 
exists in North America. Let’s face 
it, this two-state proposal makes 
one the superior and the other the 
inferior. 

Aud: In this country the French 
Canadians would like to operate a 
separate state. Now you have in 
the Middle East several cultures, 
and the suggestion by the 
Palestinians is for one secular 
democratic state. How can you 
expect different cultural groups to 
live under the same political state? 
Nasir: If in principle we talk about 
human rights and people living 
together, and of the legitimate 


rights of the Palestinians in Israel, 
one might think of certain changes 
on the ideal solution...So there are 
various possibilities on the way to 
that secular state. Maybe the 
secular state will come as a final 


solution, when the Jews will find 


that this is the only way in which 
they can live happily in that area. 


But this is the gist of the whole 
idea.

Evidence of Israeli terror i in the occupied territories 


The International Commission of Inquiry into Israeli 
Violation of Human Rights in the Occupied Arab Terri- 
tories, sponsored by the World Peace Council, held its 
second session in Helsinki, Finland, May 19-21, 1975. The 
Commission was presided over by WPC Secretary Gener- 
al Romesh Chandra, and included representatives from 
Finland, italy, india, France, and the USSR. 

The Commission heard testimony from prominent 
‘Israeli citizens, as well as from witnesses from the oc- 
cupied Arab territories. 

The Commission found, among other facts, that the 
israeli rulers are applying repressive laws in the occupied 
territories in violation of the Fourth Geneva Convention 
(1949), and that thousands of Palestinians and other in- 
habitants of the occupied lands are being victimized 
daily; trials of a political nature are heard before mili- 
tary courts with no right to appeal; prisoners and detain- 
ees are subjected to the most inhuman and barbaric tor- 
tures; and that widespread cultural repression is enacted 
by the Israeli ruling circles. 

Based on its findings, the Commission issued the fol- 
lowing appeal. 


T. total picture of evidence presented before the 
Commission reveals conclusively that the occupied 
Arab territories are living under a rule of an openly 
terroristic nature. Crimes are being committed daily 
which can be described without hesitation as war
